THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Effingham in 
the County of Carroll in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Effingham on Tuesday, the Fourteenth day of 
March next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 

2. Toraise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriation of the same. 

3. To choose all other necessary Town Officers 
for the ensuing year. 

4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for Summer Highway: State $1457.80. 

5. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for Winter Highway. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to accept State 
Aid and raise necessary sum of money for same; Town 
to raise $556.50; State $1112.00. 

7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for Old Home Day. 

8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
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to raise for Public Library. 


9. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for Memorial Day. 


10. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for Street Lights. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise sum of 
$200. for White Pine Blister Rust Control. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise sum of 
$200. and contribute same to Huggins Hospital. 


13. To see if the Town wishes to change the Town 
Highway Districts, as they are laid out at present time. 


14. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to administer or dispose of any real estate acquir- 
ed by Town through Tax Collector’s deeds and ratify 
the sales already made of such property. 


15. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to investigate the standing of the property listed 
in the Town Report of 1931-1932, beginning at the bot- 
tom of page 27 and the first item being in the name of 
W. E. Ireland and extending to the center of page 28, 
the last item being in the name of James J. Cox; and 
to have Collector’s deeds executed in favor of the 


Town, on such of the above named parcels as the con- 
ditions will warrant. (The object of the above pro- 
cedure being to legally place this property as belong- 
ing to the Town and so book it.) 


16. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise to pay on Town debt. 


17. To see if Town will authorize Selectmen to 
hire $5000.00 if necessary. 


18. To see if Town will vote to authorize Select- 
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men to hire money in anticipation of taxes, not to ex- 
ceed $6500.00, for carrying on Town work. 


19. To see if Town will vote to accept reports of 
its Agents and Auditors. 


20. To see if Town will vote to pay Moderator for 
services and how much. 


21. To see if Town will vote to pay the bill of 
Frank O. Leavitt, services as Moderator. 


22. To transact any other business that may 
come before the meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Effingham: 


I herewith submit my seventh annual report, it 
being the fourteenth in the series of such reports. 

For the year ending June 30, 19382, we had an 
average attendance of 54.7, an average membership 
of 56.9 and a per cent of 96. It is to be regretted that 
the number of children in the town is small but this 
fact reduces the items of cost such as superintendent’s 
salary, school nurse and per capita tax. 


It is encouraging to note that more pupils are 
going to high school. The number for next year is 
estimated to be larger than for several years. This 
should result in more students going on to advanced 
work in college and normal school. At present I do 
not know of any one from Effingham in college or 
normal school—a fact which I regret. 


Last June a class of six graduated from the 
eighth grade, and four entered high school. Effing- 
ham is doing well for its boys and girls in providing 
good schools. It has been well said that in these times 
we can better afford to neglect material things than 
to neglect the welfare of the next generation of citi- 
zens. Many problems are facing us and we need edu- 
cated people who can meet difficult situations. 


The health work is still carried out efficiently for 
the welfare of the pupils. Each year in the dental 
clinic, all who need corrections are treated. Parents 
should do all possible for the correction of eye, ear 
and throat weaknesses. Miss Ruth §S. Langille is still 
the school nurse, having made the inspections. Now 
work is being done in getting defects removed. In 
general our boys and girls are in good physical con- 
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dition. The Center and Mountain Schools are doing 
fine work providing noon lunch for pupils who remain. 


Fortunately our school property is in good con- 
dition. It is the wise policy of the school board to 
keep the property up by a small expenditure each 
year. Much to my delight, some of the yards are 
being improved and beautified. 


Sereen doors were provided as a much needed 
sanitary precaution. The Mountain School has been 
equipped with new adjustable seats and desks and book 
closets have been built. 


For next year we need the usual cleaning and 
varnishing and one new chemical toilet at the Falls. 
Electric lights would help in the visual education 
through the motion pictures. 


The schools appreciate the use of churches, halls 
and private homes for graduation exercises and mo- 
tion pictures. Mrs. Fulton’s orchestra has helped us 
very much. 


A very pleasing feature last year was the observ- 
ance of Memorial Day by the schools. I hope this plan 
may become an annual custom, all the schools meeting 
together for patriotic exercises.

REPORT OF SCHOOL HEALTH WORK 
FOR EFFINGHAM 
To the Townspeople, School Board and Superintendent 
of Schools: 

The town of Effingham may well pride itself upon 
its accomplishment along the line of health work in 
the schools. This is due to the interest and enthusiasm 
of the children themselves, the efforts of the teachers, 
the cooperation of the parents nad the generosity of 
the School Board. In spite of the depression, the clinic 
work has been carried on with good results. The people 
of the town are anxious that the health of the children 
shall not be the ultimate victim of the present eco- 
nomic crisis. All plans are being made that the good 
work be continued. 

Last year the annual dental clinic made it possible 
for a 100% correction of the teeth. This year there 
will be only the usual recurrent dental defects to be 
corrected and the teeth of all new pupils to be put in 
the same excellent condition that the other school 
children enjoy. As the yearly work goes on there is 
less difficult and painful work necessary and many chil- 
dren need only a polishing job done. ; 

Several cases of bad tonsils were operated upon 
last Summer. This is the most necessary work to be 
done in Effingham now. There are eighteen cases to 
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receive attention this year if the money can be raised 
for the work. Most of the cases of defective vision 
have been corrected. Little remains to be done along 
this line. 


The past two years have shown a remarkable im- 
provement in the general conditions found in the 
schools. The report for this year is far from complete 
as the year is only half over, but it shows a slow 
progress so far. The corrective clinics are for the most 
part held in the Spring. A comparison of the recent 
reports may be interesting:
